The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are drawn 
to a composition comprising at least one first alcohol or ketone and a second alcohol or ketone 
and dimethyl sulfoxide wherein the combination of alcohol and/ or ketone and dimethyl 
sulfoxide makes up 100% of the composition and dimethyl sulfoxide is greater than 20 %. 
While the prior art provided listed on the 1449 teaches several composition comprising 
dimethyl sulfoxide and alcohols and/ or ketones, the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest a composition comprising only dimethyl sulfoxide of more than 20% and first and 
second alcohols or ketones.
